Conservation Is 
Urgent Necessity 


The Population Reference Bureau of 
Washington, a research agency, comes 
up with the startling information in its 
July issue of “Population Bulletin” that 
the United States’ population growth 
rate is greater than that of the world— 
even than that of India where over- 
population is the major problem. 


There is a net gain of one person 
every 13 seconds, nearly 300 every hour 
and more than 2,000,000 every year in 
population of these United States. Total 
number of people in this country will 
reach 190,000,000 by 1975 and will be 
well over 200,000,000 by the turn of the 
next century. 

We welcome this population growth 
and all the new people who should in- 
sure a continuously expanding economy 
and prosperity in this country. How- 
ever, as proved by India and many 
other countries, increasing population 
does not necessarily mean prosperity. It 
could mean food shortages, poverty, 
misery and illness. 

The bulletin points out that the 
present rate of consumption of our. nat- 
ural resources provides no guarantee 
that such prosperity will be ours. We 
are face to face with shortages of many 
basic materials that make our standards 
of living possible. 

Never in the history of any nation, 
for instance, has the natural wealth of 
the soil been so wasted through exploi- 
tation as in the United States. We are 
passing much faster through the cycle 
that other empires have followed— 
those that flourished for a while and 
then vanished in a sea of sand, erosion, 
anc human stupidity. 

The bulletin points out that never in 
history have people equalled our capac- 
ity for per capita consumption of ma- 
terials. Two-thirds of the raw mate- 
rials we use come from the soil and we 
are mining them at a “suicidal” rate. 
This fact is further accented by a re- 
port of the national Materials Policy 
Commission which said in 1950: 


“Indeed, there is scarcely a metal or 
a mineral fuel of which the quantity 
used in the United States since the out- 
break of the First World War did not 
exceed the total used throughout the 
world in all the centuries preceding.” 


There’s no sign of a letup in our use 
of these resources. We are already 
faced with shortages of iron, copper, 
zinc, coal, and many other items. We 
are becoming a “have not” nation and 
must look increasingly to foreign areas 
to supply our needs. We are begin- 
ning to look more and more into the 
possibilities of atomic energy, of recov- 
ering wealth from the sea, and toward 
constantly increased scientific research 
to find substitutes for our basic raw 
materials. | 

Above all, the United States must 
redouble its efforts to save what’s left 
of its resources—its soil, its water, and 
its minerals: Science offers us a fan- 
tastic tomorrow, but it also offers us the 
seeds of our own destruction unless we 
use its teachings wisely and prudently. 
No country or civilization has for long 
outlived its resources.

As the No. 1 Man, 
Ike Must Set Pace 


President Eisenhower has been mov- 


ing with increasing, if belated, vigor in 
asserting the executive’s prerogatives of 
laying down a program for the majority 
party and following it through with 
leadership from the White House. 

Taking their cue from the President, 
cabinet members are taking a firmer 
stand in dealing with Congress. The re- 
sults should reflect themselves in a less- 
ening of confusion about administration 
aims and objectives as well as in con- 
crete legislation. 

Although it was too late to remedy 
all the damage that has been done, the 
President and the State department are 
moving in to make it plain that Ameri- 
can foreign policy is not at the mercy 
of a few hatchetmen in Congress. 

Through his strong public utter- 
ances, the President set Senator Mc- 
Carthy and the State department 
straight in the infamous book-burning 
controversy. As a result, order is 
emerging from the chaos and Secretary 
Dulles’ timidity and appeasement of 
McCarthy show signs of coming to an 
end. His attempts to keep peace with 
the Wisconsin senator have brought him 
only trouble—near destruction of the 
U. S. information program and the 
Voice of America and the loss of Dr. 
Johnson as Voice chief. 

Secretary Dulles, with the full back- 
ing of his chief, is restoring some meas- 
use of self-confidence and respect to 
the State department. In the final vic- 
tory for the President’s mutual security 
program, he held his ground when 
hounded and harried by those who 


would have all but destroyed the pro- 
gram. We quote his significant words: 

“You can cut this program substan- 
tially if you want to, and I'll tell you 
just what will happen. The entire mu- 
tual security program will collapse. All 
free countries will say they had better 
try to ‘go it alone.’ But some countries 
will find they won’t be able to go it 
alone and will fall prey to Soviet com-~ 
munism. Then in two or three years 
we will be back here with a program 
that will make this one look like pea- 
nuts.” Needless to say, the program 
was approved in substantially the form 
requested. 

Ike’s defense of the Protestant clergy 
against ridiculous attacks and the im- 
mediate results of that defense was an- 
other welcoming sign that the Presi- 
dent, realizing his responsibility, can 
exert effective leadership over a divid- 
ed party. Unless these divisions are to 
become more pronounced and destruc- 
tive to his program, he must continue 
to do so. 

As top man of the GOP, the Presi- 
dent must set the pace.

Plea for Consolidation 
Arises in Bartow 


From another county a strong voice 
urging school consolidation has been 
heard. 

The Bartow County School Trustees 
Association has passed, by a 47-3 vote, 
a resolution asking that the county 
school board consolidate all county 
high schools into one. 

A leading sponsor of the merger 
proposal pointed out that high schools 
in the county are rapidly losing ac- 
credited standing. He said that, in his 
opinion, consolidation is the only means 
for the county to gain “the best high 
school in Georgia.” 

In so speaking, he has stated the 
case for consolidation in many counties, 
not necessarily to get the “best high 
school” in Georgia, but at least to give 
children the advantages of “as good as 
the best.” 

Combining of schools is no panacea. 
In some counties, for special reasons, it 
may be impractical. But the shifting of 
populations, the development of better 
roads and better school busses, the ad- 
vantages of the larger school, the costs 
of maintaining the small ones—all these 
factors are combining to strengthen the 
case for consolidation in Georgia gen- 
erally.

Survival, Failure 


Linked to Taxes 


WASHINGTON—Timing is perhaps the 
most delicate factor in the putting on and 
taking off of taxes on business. It can make 
all the difference between survival or 
failure. 7 

Hence the policy of Congress, in refus- 
ing to remove the excess-profits tax as of 
June 30 and extending it till Dec. 30, can 

conceivably increase the 
number of — business 
failures. 

The pinch will come 
during 1954 when the 
tax collector . requires 
all businesses to pay 45 
per cent of their 1953 
taxes by March 15 and 
90 per cent by June 15, 
instead of through the 
customary quart er- 
ly payments spread 

re the year. 


This speed-up in tax collections arises 
under a law wholly separate from the ex- 
cess-profits legislation, but it nevertheless 
becomes related to the problem of a tax 
take in the form of 1954 payments higher 
than anticipated on 1953 earnings. 


Many businesses had planned their 
1953 operations on the basis of the existing 
law and the end of excess-profits taxes. 
They anticipated that these taxes would be 
applicable only to half of the calendar year 
1953. This meant quite a saving to small 
business. Now the high excess-profits tax 
applies for the full year 1953. 

If a loss year is in sight, it is possible 
under current laws, which have not been al- 
tered by the present Congress, to ask for 
an abatement of tax payments by a simple 
request that the payment be deferred until 
the following January, and then a refund 
can be obtained provided there was a profit 
the previous year larger than the loss in 
the current year. 

If, for example, a taxpayer during the 
calendar year 1953 had paid only a fourth 
of his taxes on March 15, he could have 
asked for a deferment of the remaining 
three quarters when he discovered that his 
business was going to incur a loss for the 
whole calendar year 1953. After other quar- 
terly payments, he could apply for a similar 
deferment for the rest. 


But during the year 1954, the business 
man who by June 15 has paid 90 per cent 
of his taxes and learns on July 1 that he 
is going to have a loss year will be able to 
abate only the remaining 10 per cent of his 
taxes. If he is entitled by law to a refund 
and has been planning on use of that money 
for working capital when times get tough, 
he camnot actually get his money back un- 
til after Jan. 1, 1955. Six months’ wait 
can mean the collapse of a business. A 
Senate subcommittee has said: ‘‘The prin- 
cipal reason for small-business mortality is 
inadequate financing.”’ 

What Congress ought to do is to amend 
the existing catch-up law so that not only 
can taxes be abated during a year when 
the business goes into the red, but a .quick 
refund authorized currently for any taxes 
already paid during the year 1953 or 1954 
and thereafter. 

Already there are signs that business 
failures are increasing among small enter- 
prises.

‘“Give-Away’ Set 
Now Eyes Rubber 


WASHINGTON—One of the last of the 
great properties—created out of our taxes— 
that played so large a part in both the 
Second World War and the Korean War is 
about to go on the auction block to private 
industry. 

This is the synthetic rubber industry and 
its —e in which $550,000,000 of our 

: taxpayers’ money is in- 
vested. It was estab- 
lished hurriedly when 
the Japs swarmed all 
over the Southeast Pa- 
cific and cut off our 
natural rubber sources. 
Still left in the govern- 
ment’s hands will be 
the biggest of all our 
enterprises, our atomic 
energy installation, 
which has cost us tax- 

payers $10,000,000,000 so far. Public hear- 
ings now are going on before the joint com- 
mittee on atomic energy on proposals to 
turn over development of power from 
atomic fuels to private industry; but legis- 
lation will be deferred until the next session 
of Congress or later. 


Final action is expected soon on legis- 
lation to dispose of our synthetic rubber in- 
dustry. 


Some Democrats, including Senator Leh- 
man (WN. Y.), will oppose sale of our gov. 
ernment plants on the ground that this 
period of international emergency is not 
the time for the government to turn loose 
this valuable asset which also, as demon- 
strated at the outset of the Korean War, 
can be used as a competitive yardstick to 
keep down the cost of natural rubber, which 
we must import. It came in quite handy 
for that purpose when the natural rubber 
cartel ran up the price. 


Indeed, the government’s synthetic rub- 
ber industry, which is operated under con- 
tract with private companies on a fee basis, 
is a going concérn. 

Realizing that they will not be able to 
block the sale of our government synthetic 
rubber industry, Democrats in the Senate 
are concerned chiefly that it not be another 
“‘give-away’’ to big private industry. 

_ The monopoly danger was stressed dur- 
ing Senate committee hearings by Sen. Paul 
Douglas (Dem., Ill.). Of the 28 plants to be 
disposed of, 13 produce the bulk of rubber, 
that is, general-purpose rubber of the GR-S 
synthetic type, with one butyl rubber plant 
that produces only a minimum amount. 
The other plants produce components. Of 
the 13 rubber plants, the big five rubber 
companies now operate nine—two each by 
Firestone, Goodrich, Goodyear, and U. §S. 
Rubber, and one by General Tire. These 
compani¢s themselves have 91 per cent of 
assets of the rubber industry in the country.

White Rocks, hens and pullets, and the egg 
take is 450 dozen a day. ° 

There are the legends of the Indians who 


‘lived in the Nacoochee Valley and there are 


the mounds they left. And there are the 
tall tales of the men who sought for gold. 
Some found it and some didn’t, but they 
deft a wealth of fact and fiction in the pay- 
dirt belt from the Loudsville Mine on Duke's 
Creek to the Calhoun near Dahlonega. 

They left some color in the hills, too. [ 
watched Ollie Turner wash out a few flecks, 
along with a chip he called platinum, ina 
gravelly field along Jenny’s Creek. 

Ollie Turner doesn’t prospect now like 
he did when he was a boy in Blue Ridge 
district where White joins up with Union. 
He’s too busy being chairman of the board 
of county commissioners and running his 
387-acre farm with its 77-sheep and 10,500 
chickens and its lush corn and clover. 

It wasn’t gold Mary Glover (Mrs. 
Claude) Sims wanted to see me about. On 
the Sims place there’s the grave of a Dr. 
Murdock, and possibly that of his wife, who 
died there in the Tesnatee country away 
back at the time of the Gold Rush. 

The burial site is at the edge of the Sims 
woods right next to the pasture. Claude 
Sims carried us up there in his pickup. The 
headstone, of native rock, stands sentinel 
over a pile of rubble. I copied the inscrip- 
tion:

DOCTOR JOSEPH 
MURDOCK DECEA 
SED FEBRURY TH: 16 
AGED 63 :——: 1828

- Found on Lost Ships, Divers Say 


By CAPT. J. Y. COUSTEAU With FREDERIC DUMAS 


CHAPTER IX 


People who have heard of our activities ask three standard questions. 
The first: “In all those wrecks, what treasures have you found?” 


We took a brass ship's lan- 
tern and a pair of binoculars 
off the Michel Say, a famous 
‘treasure ship.’’ Off the Ville 
de Grasse, supposed to be 
‘loaded with gold,’’ we found 
some giass flasks and a cop- 
per sauce pan. I have told you 
of the marble columns we 
brought from the wreck of an 
ancient Roman ship. 


The second riddle is: ‘‘What 
about the monsters that guard 
sunken ships?”’ 

That we have answered in 
our accounts of the  octopi, 
matas and sharks. Most “‘mon- 
sters of the deep’’ we have met 
are harmless. 

The third goes, ‘‘What hap- 
pened when you found your 
first human remains?’’ 

We have learned to he patient 
with that question, which arises 
from myth. We would like to 
restore the truth about the sea 
and sunken ships. 


NO TRACE OF BODIES 
We have dived more than 500 
times in about 25 sunken ships. 
We have gone into every crawl 
Another installment from the 
book THE SILENT WORLD 
UNDER THE SEA, published 
by Harper & Bros. 
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hole accessible to a man with 
three metal bottles on his hack, 
and have never found a trace 
of human remains. 

Very few victims drown in- 
side sinking ships. They get 
off beforehand and drown in 
the sea. 

But suppose a person has 
heen unlucky enough to go 
down inside a ship. One would 
have to penetrate the vessel 
within the first few weeks to 
find any trace of the body. 

The flesh is eaten in a period 
of days, not only by fish and 
crustaceans, but by such un- 
suspected creatures as the 
starfish, which is actually a 
voracious individual. The bones 
will then he efficiently con- 
sumed, mainly by worms and 
bacteria. 

Legends of undersea treasure 
are 99 per cent hoaxes 
swindles, 
covered is that which passes 
from the investor to the pro- 
moter. 

The get-rich-quick aberration 
is never more successfully ex- 
ploited than by ‘‘treasure pro- 
moters’’ with faded 
sunken galleons. They have a 
large area of credulity in which 
fo operate because’ investors 
have been under the sea even 
less than the promoters. 

A serious salvager,  well- 
equipped with technique for 
recovering treasure, will keep 
his activities as secret as pds- 
sible. 

The very fact that public sub- 
scriptions are invited for treas- 
ure expeditions is almost a 
guarantee that the attempt is 
not so much for underwater 
gold as for surface money.

At Spartanburg, he had been lying within a foot of Tim Flock 
when a careless spectator backed a car over Tim’s head. Tim 
had his driving helmet on. It saved him. Herb wasn’t wearing 
his. They were lying in the grass trying to catch a few winks. 

Herb had had six hours sleep in two nights when he’ hit the 
track Sunday. The moment he stepped from his car at the end 
of the tense grind he became sick. 

‘‘T don’t know how long we can stand this,’’ Helen said. ‘‘There 
aren't any racing wives happy about the life, I guess. I worry 
all the time. I worry when I’m not with him, and I worry when 
I watch him, so I can’t get away from it. But Herb seems to get 
so much enjoyment out of it. You don’t think about wrecks. 
You just don’t think about them.”’

Child’s Fever in Night 
Can Come, Go Quickly 


It always seems to come in the middle of the night. You tiptoe 
into the room of the sleeping child to be sure he is warmly cov- 
ered.

hurry to the phone. 

Is it too late to call the doc- 
tor? Will he think you an idiot? 
Oh, what does it matter what 
he thinks of you? You call. 
Wrong number. Then a_ busy 
signal. Finally, his home. Oh, 
despair; he is out. “Is it ur- 
gent?”’ asks a voice at the 
other end. You hesitate, then 


say, ‘‘To me it is.’’ He can be 
reached somewhere else in half 
an hour. 

You wait and wait and wait. 
The burning child complains 
of cold. You heap on blankets. 
At midnight the telephone. The 
doctor asks details, prescribes 
aspirin every three hours, says 
to call him at 7 a. m. You give 
the aspirin. 

A second later the alarm is 
ringing. It is 3 a. m. More 
aspirin. 

At 6:45 you go to the sick 
child’s room and take his tem- 
perature again. The three min- 
utes of holding the thermome- 
ter seem an eternity. You take 
it out. A miracle has happened. 
The reading is 98.2. 

How devastating and terrible 
these sudden, inexplicable 
fevers of a small child can be.

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am confused and hope you can 
help me. George and I have been married six years and I have a 
son, 15, by a former marriage, who has a retarded mind. His 


learning ability is below par. 

George treats him alright but 
not as I think he should. I guess I 
want them to be like father and 
son because Jack never had a 
real dad. His own father left us 
when Jack was a baby. 

We spent last summer. on a 
Western ranch and there Jack 
tried to molest the rancher’s 
daughters, girls of 10 and 
11. He is in a home for treat- 
ment at present and I am try- 
ing to learn the truth of his 
condition to discover if it is 
incurable, or if he just didn’t 
understand the difference be- 
tween right and wrong behav- 


~ jor. 


Now the ranchers, I'll call 
them the Wests, want my hus- 
band and me to wor': for them 
again this summer—but they 
don’t want Jack. I’ve told 
George I won’t go if they re- 
fuse to give Jack another 
chance, provided the doctor 
consents. My husband thinks 
I should go out of loyalty to 
him. 

I love both my husband and 
my son and want to be with 
them both but I guess I would 
give up George and all we've 
worked for, rather than leave 
my son. Please help me to de- 
cide what to do. R. B. 


DEAR R. B.: It seems you 
are wrestling with an unhappy 
notion that your husband is 
rejecting your son—a feeling 
that makes you ready to cham- 
pion thé boy at great sacrifice 
to yourself, if necessary. 


To illustrate, his father de- 
serted you in Jack’s infancy, a 
betrayal that would involuntar- 
ily cloud your love for the boy, 
dousing your mind in resent- 


ment at being left -with the 
whole job to do. And to com- 
pensate for this grudging senti- 
ment, you’ve probably over- 
done, conscientiously, on the 
score of working to support him 
so that you have little leisure 
for mothering him psychologi- 
cally. 

I’ve discussed your pen 
sketch of Jack with specialists 
in child behavior, who suggest 
this his ‘‘learning-block’’ and 
his sexual symptoms may have 
the common origin of neurotic 
insecurity and love-hunger. If 
these stresses were relieved by 
adequate psychiatric help, he 
might qualify as a normal] in- 
dividual. You’ve loved him as 
best you could, of course, but 
burdened as you were, perhaps 
your best wasn’t sufficient over 
all to give him emotional 
health. 

On the other hand, there is 
the possibility that he will al- 
ways have the mentality of a 
backward child; that his limita- 
tion is inborn, and that he simply 
can’t master the complexities 
of civilized deportment. 

Now for advice: Discuss your 
tangled feelings with a trained 
social worker or similar con- 
sultant, to ‘“‘differentiate’’ be- 
tween yourself and your son, 
before making a decision about 
his summer care. M. H.
